3  years.  The  minimum  age  is  21,  although  individuals  as  young  as  18  have 
been  admitted  temporarily. 

Services:  Gives  care  to  aged  persons  without  means  of  support  and  unable  to 
be  cared  for  in  their  own  homes.  Gives  care  to  some  persons  who  can  pay 
for  their  maintenance  and  have  no  one  to  care  for  them,  including  old  age 
assistance  recipients.  Gives  care  to  other  homeless  persons  ill  or  otherwise 
incapacitated  who  have  no  one  to  care  for  them.

others  to  improve  standards  of  service  and  to  further  efficiency  in  organiza¬ 
tion  and  management. 

Planning  to  coordinate  all  social  work,  to  increase  its  efficiency,  and  to 
determine  the  best  ways  for  meeting  unmet  needs  is  the  function  of  the 
Social  Planning  Council.  (See  Social  Planning  Council.) 

The  budget  requests  of  the  member  agencies  are  carefully  studied  by 
a  volunteer  committee  composed  of  lay,  professional,  business,  industrial  and 
labor  representatives.  These  agency  budgets,  after  approval  by  the  budget 
committee,  make  up  the  total  Community  Chest  budget  for  the  year,  and  rep¬ 
resent  the  difference  between  the  income  and  the  minimum  expenses  of  the 
agency.  Were  it  not  for  the  Fort  Wayne  and  Allen  County  Community 
Chest,  each  agency  would  conduct  a  separate  financial  campaign  costly  in 
dollars  and  man-power,  and  inefficient  because  of  the  burden  of  so  many 
financial  campaigns  upon  the  community. 

The  Community  Chest  office  does  not  provide  relief  such  as  food, 
clothing  or  rent  checks.  Relief  is  primarily  a  function  of  governmental 
agencies.  The  Chest  office  does  not  serve  as  a  recreational  project  nor 
as  an  expert  on  health  or  family  problems.  These  are  the  projects  of  the 
20  Chest  agencies.
